HEREAS it appears from the Re- 
ports of Residence required by 
the Orders of Government under date the 
291 Dec. 1814, that many British-born 
Subjects not duly authorized by the Con- 
stituted Authorities in England, have ree 
sorted within the Jurisdiction of this Ga- 
“_vernment,—The Honorable the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council is pleased to direct, 
that an Extract from the Provisions of the 
Liegislature, relating to such persons, be 
published for general information, - 
The Honorable the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor in Council is further pleased to direct, 
that with the exception of the Members of 
the former Government, and persons ac- 
tually belonging to the Military Depart- 
zuent, all Europeans, and descendants of 
Europeans, residing under this Govern- 
rent, be required on or before the Ist of 
July next, to obtain specifie permission 
for that purpose, to be certified under the 
signature of the Secretary to Government. 
The Licenses will be drawn out agreae 
biy to the Farms No. |, 2, 3, 4, annexed, 
and will be issued by the Secretary to Go- 
vernment, on the permission being granted 

by the Licutenant Governor in Council.

its Environs, are required ta make a second 
application for that purpose. The Lie 
genses will, in the first instance, be invari- 
«bly granted for Batavia and its Environs

The Residents of Districts are not pere 
mitted to grant Licenses; but, in order to 
preventinconveniencetothe Sy prarcargoecs, 
Ollicers, and Crews of Vessels trading at 
the several parts of the Island, who are 
known to be about to proceed to other 
quarters in commercial pu.-uits; persons 


who may now be at the different ports in 


these capacities, or may hereafter arrive 
in sach, are not incladed under the ope 
ration of this Proclamation, 

The Magistrates at Batavia, and the 
Residents of Districts respectively, are re- 
quired strictly to enforce the existing Ore 
ders of Government, regarding the resi- 
dence of Europeaus, and to apprehend all 
such, not herein excepled, who may be 
found to reside under the Jurisdiction of 
this Government, for a period exceeding 
two months, without obtaining a License 
under the required signature of the Secre- 
tary to Government. ’ 

And that no person may plead ignore 
ance hereof, this Proclamation is directed 
to be published in the English and Dutch 

anguages in the Government Gazette, 


and to be afliked at the usual places.

Dean was 
from home, but his mother and sister, 
wlig were in the kitchen, came up, and 
desired witness to scarch for him. She 
could not find him, but on her return he 
was in the kitchen, and the decreased 
was ying en the kitcicen floor.

he told witness hat a man had fallen from 
kis window, and was in a state of insensie 
bility ; witness went with ins found 
the deceasel quite insensible, with alt the 
appearance of apoplexy ; witness proceed= 
el to bleed him—at first no blood followe 
ed; he atterwards succeeded in taking 
away 16 ounces; he ekamined the head 
and found several slight wounds en the 
legs and knees. On the head were two 
wounds, one over the left eye, and ano- 
ther on the nose, each received at least

“IW. Thomas House, Surgeon at St. 
Baitholomew’s, stated, that about three 
ofclock on Thursday morning deceased 
was brought to the hospital in a state of 
insensibility, with every appearance of 
apoplexy, and a wound over the left eye, 
Surgeon Luaawrance was sent for, and he 
made an incision to the bone, but found _ 
no fracture. None of the wounds on. the 
heard appeared of material consequence 5 
it seemed to have been of some standing. 
There was an cfusion of blood which 
could not be stopped ; he could not swal= 
low any thing, and died about eight: 
o'clock in the morning. The body was 
opened, but shewed no particular marks 
to form an opinion, but on opening and 
inspecting the head by taking up the. 
scalp, there was an effusion of three ounces 
of blood found on the right side between. 
the membrances of the brain, a slight 
efusion on the basis, and a fracture on the 
cranium, so that the deceascd could not 
possibly have lived any time, — Was 
positive that this must have proceeded: 
from the- accident, and could not haver 
been the effects of a former vue, Could 
not suppose that the deceased could get 
up from his bed in a state of delirium, 
from the former accident, as, on the 
contrary, he would have been ina state of 
insensibility, or drowsy. There were no 
marks of violence an any other parts of, 
the body. oe: .

TUE NEW STATE OF THINGS IN 


FRANCE. 





It was severely and wittily observed hy the 
half-starved Cavaliers whom the extravagance 
of Charles Íf. prevented from rewarding for 
their attachimeut to him, that the act of in. 
demnity and vblisioa, passed by that monarch 
on his restoration to the Throne of England, 
was an act of indemuity to the King’s ene. 
mies, and of oblivion to his friends. The vi- 
tuation of Charles, on his arrival in his king. 
dom, was, it must be allowed, une of extreme 
pain aud difficulty to a generous mind, As 
Mr. Hume very justly observes, he had been 
restored more by the efforts of his reconciled 
enemies than of his ancieat frieuds_—the form. 
cr, therefore, put forth a title to share his fa. 
vours; aad being, from practice, acquainted 
with publie business, they were „better quali. 
fied to execute any trust committed to them 
than the needy courtiers who accompanied 
him from exile. This, combined with the sel. 
fish extravagance of the monarch, afforded but 
too much justice for the remark of his poor 
neglected adherents. 

Hard, however, as might have been the si. 
tuation of the English Prince on the acquisi. 
tion of his natural rights, it was nothiug com. 
pared with that of the monarch who is now 
on his way to possessa similar distinction, 
Although Charles did not attain the power of 
rewarding all,—yet he had the delight of seo. 
ing all his Nobility restored to the full enjoy. 
ment of their lands and possessions. That 
was a most beneficial consequence immediate. 
ly attendant on his restoration.=—|In the re- 
establishment of the House of Peers, he had 
also the satisfar tina of witnessing the resump- 
tion of honours aad power, most necessary to 
confirm to hirn that ‘Throne to which he had 
been just called. Not one of these gratifica. 
tions attends the restoration of bouis the 
XV IIIth.—-}ir goes unquestionably to a peoe 


ple, who, tired and exhausted by war, are pre 


pared in him to welcome the pledge of length. 
ened repose. But he gues accumpanicd by a 
bitter drawback—a crowd of poor Noblesse 
who, though reduced to poverty by their 
attachraent to him and his family, he is 
„deprived of the means of bestowing the 
smallust recompence on. He cannot, if he 
would, give to them the responsible oflices 
of the State—They are without influence 
or. Jsnowledge. Like Charles, he must 
bestow those on the heads of that party 
who hare mainly contsibuted to his recal. 
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Titles he may certainly coufer on them, but 
he is uaableé to annex to his gifts the smallest 
portion vf power. The Senate— Bonaparte’s 
Senate--have obtaincd the whole, and have 
rendered even the monarch their dependant. 
Nor is'his restoration, like that of Charles, 
accompanied by the restit {ion vf any of the 
lands or former possessions of his partizans. 
Their return to their.native homes, therefore, 
can be attended by none other than painful 
feelings. They may revisit the scenes of their 
youth——and, in some cases, again behold the 
nansions of their forefathers ; but it will be to 
sce them ia the hands of others, from whom 
they can expeet no attachment, and over 
whom they can ezercise no authority. 
Without placing much faith in the speeches 
which the present Editors of the French newse- 
papers are from time to time putting into the 
mouth of the banishod Napoleon, we readily 
collect from a slight consideration of recent 
events, that Bonaparte has been completely 
sold by his principal Marshals. They pro- 
bably were tired of following a man who ape 
peared willing to risk not merely his own 
fortunes, but also those of his Generals, by 
his insatiable ambition. They very naturally 
drew a comparison between their situation 
under him, and that they 
der their ancient Kings. With the one they 
could oaly leok forward to being continually 
engaged in disastruus wars without view - ar 
object=he consequences of which to them 
must be confiscation of their estates (most 
of which lay in countries re-conquered by 
the Allics,) and probable ultimate disgrace 
at the hands of hin for whose pleasure they 
were thus sacrificing themselves.* Such 
was the prospect to which they had to 
look forward under the prolonged reign of 
Napoleon. The contrast under that of the 
ancient Sovercigns was enough to make them 
pause, Louis the XVIlLti, by proclamae 
tion, pledged himself to the security of 
property of every description &8 now 
sesscd. No retrospection was to be sutfered. 
The Marshals, and other members of the 
Bouapartean government, Were promised 
their rank—=their titles=—=their estates=—mtheif 


legislative dignities were preserved to them ; 
hon- 


in fine, all the advantages and \ 
ours they had derrved from the gratie 
were for ever 


tude or bounty of Napoleon, 
secured to them, withoutauy couditton, Save 
that of deserting a man, who seemed to be 
animated by the priaciple—that all being 
derived from him he had a right to resume 
all,- whenever his interest of fortuucs appeared 
to requite it, Such being the case, it was no’ 
wohder that the late reverses led to the de. 
thronement of Bonaparte. He was first in- 
duced to abdicate in favour of his wife and 
son. It was known at the time he was per- 
suaded to do this, that the Provisional Govern. 
ment had resolved on the returu of the Bour. 
bons—and of-course would not agree to ac. 
cept of this partial resignation. Kut he had 
ubdicated, no matter iu whose favour, and. 
{hat was sufficient for his Marshals and Ge. 
nerals. ‘This was the snare he fell into, and 
it naturally paved the way for his more com. 
plete renunciation of the Sovervigaty. These 
are the obligations which must press on the 
grateful mind of Lsouis the XVIlith, Like 
our Charles the Ild he must be couviveed, that 
he owes his restoration more to the exertions of 
his reconciled enemies, than to any zeal on 
the part of his ancient friends. The one have 
been successful and active in his service==the 
others, from situation, unsucessful aud passive. 
We however hope, some consideration will be 
paid by the new Government to the feelings

George Dixon, the man who was dreadfully 
beaten with a poker, about five weeks since, 
while in company wit an abandoned woman, 
in Vineestreet, St Martin’s, by. Cornelius” 
Crawley, died, a few days ago, of his wounds. 
The Corouer’s Inqtutest, which sat upon the: 
body, returneda verdict of Wilful Murder 
against Crawley, and issued a warrant for his 
apprehension. Watson and Waller, two 
constables belouging to St. Martin’s, oa 
Thursdiy night, in consequence of informa. 
tion received by them proceeded to a house 
in Parkerestreet, Druryslane, to search for 
the murderer 3 but, after gaining artmittance, 
with great difficulty, they scarched in vain. 
As they" were lcaving the street, they were 
attacked by four men, and in the affray 
Waller was severely wounded in the leg, by 
a sword or stick dirk.—Tfhe villains thea 
succeeded in escaping. :

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TRIAL, SENTENCE, 4ND PARDON OF GE 
NER ÁL HULL. 
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The proceedings cf the General Court. 
Martial, tat-ly held in Albariy, for the trial 
of Brigadier- General Wilttam Bull, have 
been approved by the Presidcut-methe ezccu. 


tion of the sentence remitted—and the proceed. 
ings ordered to be printed, and read at the 
head of every regiment in the army. 

The charges exhibited against Brigadier. 
General Hult were, first, * For Treason’ —se. 
cond, ‘ Cowardlice’==third, ‘Negteer of Duty 
and unofBeer-hike Conduct” On the first 
there were doubts raised 4s to the competency 
of the Court to try a crime of this nature, 
hut the evidence having been given in, the 
Court wavel the question af competency, by 
voting, that there was no ground to support 
the charge of treascn. On the two latter he 
was found guilty. The following is a sum. 
mary of these charges as exbibited in the se. 
veral specificatians e= 

‘The sentence of the Court. Martial on Ge- 
neral Dull has at length been promulgated.— 
He is found guilty. 

t. Of having manifested an undue appre. 
hension of danger, at the conecerred attack on 
Malden; evincing personal alarm, agitation 
of mind, and privstian of judzement; by 
abaundoning that design, and retreating ta 
Detrvit witbout a satficieut cause. 

3. Of having shametully minbehaved him. 
self during the enemy’s attack ou the said fort 
Detroit, and of having, during the enemy’s 
Caunorntade vpan that place, expressed great 
fear and cowardly appreheustons in his Cune 
Versatlons with his subordiate Ofdeers. 

3 Ot having shamefusly, and from moe 
tives of personal fear, surreudered the said 
fort of Detroit, and enterimg into a capitula. 
ton withaut stipulatiug that (he garrison and 
army should march out with the houours of 
war, or for the protectiun of the inhabiranis 
of Upper Canada who had joined his army, 
or four reporung to the Secretary of War the 
surrender of that post; which capitulation 
was made while the post was amply provided 
walb weaus of defence, 

4. Of having while Major-General Brock 
landed at Hotspring Wells for the purpose of 
attacking D-troit, shamefully misbehaved him. 
self in varivus Cowardly actions and expres. 
sions in presence vf his Ofdeers and soldiers ; 
by neglecting to prevent the enemy’s landing 
at the place aforesaid, or reeounoiteriug or 
eueountering on their march; hastity sending 
Hags of truce for capitulatioun; anxiously 
withdrawing his person to a place of compa- 
Tative safety 5 issuing orders inconsistent with 
each other, and suwmetiines inCoherent with 
(hemselecs ; calling the American troops from 
the field aud crowding them into the fort ; and 
by a preerpitate declaration, that he had sur. 
vendered that place, before artictes af capitue 
batran were signed, considered, or even sug- 
gested, 

5. Of neglect of duty and unofficer-like 
conduct, in vmitting with sufficient care and 
frequency to inspeet, train, exercise, and order 
the troops uuder his conimand, from the 6th 
July tee August 17, 1812, 

6. Of anotheer.like conduct on his arrival 
at Detroit, in not attacking Malden 5 in an un. 
ne-eessary consumptian of time in projects to 
eonciliate the British and Indians, and neglect. 
ling toaflord them adequate protection; by 
postponing Árst, and abandoning afterwards, 
his attack upon Malden; and finally, by eva. 
cuating the province of Upper Can:ida, with. 
out effectually providing for the safety of the 
tahabitants. . 

7. Of unofficer.like conduct and neglect 
of duty in suffering his commuuication (while 
at the said fort of Detroit) with the river 
Raisin and State of Ohio to be cut off, and 
sending Major Vanhorn to attempt to open 
the same with an inadequate force, the said 
General [lult having reason to know or be- 
lieve that the same was insufhicient. 

8. Of neglect of duty and unofficer.like 
couduct, in neglecting to advance with his 
army to maintain possession of the bridge 
over the river Aux Canards, which had been 
sciged, and from which the enemy had been 
repulsed by Colonel Capp and Lieut.-Colvnel 
Mills, and in uegleeting to proceed to the 
immediate anvestment af Malden, which that 
oppurtunity afforded, 

9. Of neglect of duty and unofficer.like 
conduct, in neglecting to prevent the enemy 
from erecting batteries on the banks of (he 
river Detreit, opposite to the fort, when the 
Said General Mull was encamped; negtecting 
to fortify the Tauding place at Spring-hill, 
and to annoy the enemy at and after his land. 
ing at that place, by which the enemy was 
afterwards enabled to approach the fort itself, 


The sentenee of the Court was, that the 
General be sHoT TO DEATH, two thirds of (ks 
Judg-s concuring, accompanied by a recom- 
mendation to the President for mercy, on ac« 
count of his advanced age, aud revolutionary 
services. The President approved the sen- 
tence, aud remitted its execution,

TO THE PEOPLE QF TĲE UNITED STATES. 


It is no common occasion which could have 
Justiied this address. The interest you have 
in the events which have taken place while I 
Commanded one of your armies, and your 
knouledge of my present situation, Í presume, 
will render any apology unnecessary. Iam 
now only connected with you by the endear. 
ing ties of a fellow-citizen, and have no other 
relation to the Government but what is come 
mon to you all. My claims to your attention 
arise from the persecution 1 have experienced, 
and the injastice T have suffered. Having ro- 
ceived this persecution and injustice from your 
servants for my conduct while in your gervice, 
itis a duty which [ owe both to you and my. 
self, to present to you a true statement of m 
Case, to satisfy you 1 hare been faithful to 
your interest, aud appeal to your judgment for 
a reversal of the unjust sentence which has 
been pronounced against me. 

Wuilst [ was an Officer of the Govern. 
ment, considerations of duty, anda sense of 
propriety, prevented me from raaking any 
Communication to you in vindication of my 
publie conduct, 

I fully excepted in an investigation before 
a tribunal organized under the Coustitution 
and laws, to have convinced you, that during 
my military command 1 had deserved well of: 
my country. Bat how vain have been my 
expectation ! Instead of having been honour. 
ably restored to your confidence, É have been 
branded with the imputatien of crimes the 
most wounding to the feelings of an honour. 
able man, and authorities emanatiag from you 
have passed on me the highest sentence of 
the law, for acts dictated by the purest mo. 
tires, and the highest sense of duty. Although 
your President has remitted this sentence it is 
Ro satisfaction to me, The remnant of a long 
life, which has uniformly been devoted to 
honourable pursuits, is not warth preserving 
in dishonvur, 

Yam an innocent man, and as bravc now 
as when k followed the standard of Washing. 
ton over those memorable felds, where the 
battles were fought which securcd the indee 
pendence of our country. 

In the critical and highty responsible situ. 
ation in which 1 was placed, E did what F be. 
lieved to be my duty. [still belioved 1 did 
what Ì ought to hare done. IT am now satis. 
feed that the calamities to our country would 
have been much greater, if [ had pursucd any 
other course. _Notwithstanding what I have 
suffered, 1 now rejoice, that 1 had the firma 
ness and courage to do my duty ;—to do that 
which your interest rendered proper and noces 
sary to bedone, In the soleinn appeal [ now 
make, T expect to satisfy you of this truth. 
The object of this «address is to request yon to 
suspend your opinion, butil you have before 
you the statement of my case, and the evi 
dence on which it is founded. ‘This shall be 
done as soon as the nature of the subject will 
possibly adinit. A large majority of the Court- 
was composed of young Officers, recently ap. 
pointed, and who had seen no military service. 
From their want of military experience, they 
were incapable of forming a cörrcet opinion 
on the conduct of an Ollicer commanding an 
army. Ina Government like ours, this ap- 
peal must be founded in propriety. The trie 
bunal of the public is the highest of all tri. 
bunals.—ta you is the sovereign power. Your 
determination, therefore, must be final and 
counclusive. To you, then, my fello w-citizene 
in the last resort É appeal, in the full canvice 
tion that your decision will prove how cruelly 
I have been persecuted, and how unjustiy k 
have been condemned. ij
